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The mission statement of Bryan College's Education Department is to train teachers in content and pedagogy in the
context of a Christian worldview. The goal being to equip students to influence children and youth in order to help them
to become productive leaders of their generation. This is accomplished by providing a rigorous college education in the
liberal arts or specific subject area, intensive pedagogy training, and multiple hands-on field experience opportunities.
These field experiences begin during the students' freshman year and culminate in a 15 week student teaching
experience. The value of both content knowledge and pedagogy is expressed throughout the program, but emphasis is
placed on understanding student development so that content and pedagogy can be used most effectively.
